St. Louis county will seek full 
compensation for the planned 
virtual destruction of Grandview 
Park by two major highway 
projects, County Supervisor 
James H. J. McNary said today. 

The State Highway Depart- 
ment plans to build two major 
arteries through the park, the 
Circumferential Expressway and 
a relocated Missouri Highway 30. 
A large interchange for the two 
highways will be built in the 
only area of the park which has 
been developed for recreational 
activities. 

Noting that the highways and 
their interchange will ‘‘take the 
very heart of the park;”’ Mc- 
Nary said county officials were 
seeking compensation not only 
for the actual acreage taken, 
but for those parts isolated by 
the highways and thereby made 
almost useless. 


“We certainly can’t have a 
park in which the youngsters 
have to cross a highway in 
order to get from one part to 
another,” he said.

Feed Grain Compromise. 
The Senate today passed and 
sent to the White House a com- 
promise version of President 
Kennedy’s bill to reduce the feed 
grain surplus by increasing sup- 


port prices and cutting acreage.

3. There exists in the 19608 
an historic opportunity for @

SEOUL, March 22 (UPI)—Po- 
lice used clubs and tear gas to- 
night to disperse about 1000 stu- 
dent demonstrators who marched 
on the home of Premier Chang 
and demanded the ouster of his 
government.

—TIwo companion bills to au- 
thorize a special St. Louis coun- 
ty-wide school tax levy that 
would permit poorer school dis- 
tricts to share in the tax base 
of richer districts were tenta- 
tively approved by the Missouri 
House yesterday 

Both measures, one a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
and the other an enabling act, 
were advanced to final passage 
stage by voice vote without op- 
position. They were introduced 
by Representative F. Neil 
Aschemeyer (Dem.), Olivette. 

The proposed constitutional 
amendment would authorize the 
levy of a county-wide tax of not 
more than $1 on each $100 
assessed valuation. Revenue 
would be distributed among the 
school districts in the county on 
an attendance basis 

It would also increase the max- 
imum tax which the St. Louis 
Board of Education could levy 
without a popular vote from 89 
cents to $1, the limit at present 
in effect for every other school 
district the 

The companion measure, an 
enabling act, would provide for 
submission to the voters in the 
county of a proposal to levy such 
a county-wide tax. 

Three amendments to the bill 
were adopted without debate. 

One of them would provide a 
means for county voters to elim- 
inate the special tax if they be- 
came dissatisfied with it. 

Another would provide that 80 
per cent of the funds from the 
tax received by each district 
would be put in the teachers’ 
fund and 20 per cent in the inci- 
dental fund. 


The third amendment would 
require the school districts to 
reduce their loca] levies the first 
year they benefited from the tax 
by an amount equal to what they 
received. It would also prohibit 
distribution of the tax funds to 
any part of a school district 
: lying outside the county boun- 
daries. 

Proposal on Bond Issues. 

A proposed __ constitutional 
amendment, sought by the St. 
Louis Board of Education, which 
would eliminate the present re- 
quirement of a two-thirds ma- 
jority vote for approval of bond 
issue proposals by school dis- 
tricts was recommended for pas- 
sage by the House Committee on 
Constitutional Amendments by 
a vote of 3 to 2. 


in state 


Under the proposal, a school 
district bond issue would be ap- 
proved by a simple majority 
vote. The proposed change would 
apply to all school districts in 
the state. It was.introduced, at 
the request of the St. Louis 
Board of Education, by Repre- 
sentative Joseph W. Beckerle 
(Dem.), St. Louis. 

Charles A, Naylor, assistant to 
the superintendent of instruction 
in St. Louis, told the commit- 
tee there was a definite need for 
additional classrooms in’ the 
city’s public schools. 

“Last year we tried three 
times to pass a bond issue to 
provide funds for construction of 
school facilities, and three times 
we failed,”’ he told the commit- 
tee. “Each time we had a good 
majority of the votes, but lacked 
the two-thirds majority now re- 
quired. We are stymied and 
something has to be done.” 

Naylor told the committee the 
school system has had to trans- 
port pupils from their home 
areas to other schools in the 
city, which is not believed to be 
good educational practice. The 
money spent on this program, 
about $250,000, could have been 
better spent to provide new fa- 
cilities, he said. 

Edward C. Donnelly, president 
of the school board in St. Louis, 
also testified in favor of the pro- 
posed constitutional change. He 
said: 

‘If we do not have some re- 
lief in the immediate future, we 
will be faced with the problem 
of running the schools on a dou- 
ble-shift basis.” 

Clarence E. Lang, executive 
secretary of the Real Estate 
Board of Metropolitan St. Louis, 
testified in opposition to the 
proposal. He said the board 
feels the present requirement of 
a two-thirds majority vote for

County Courthouse Bill. 

A bill which would authorize 
St. Louis county to issue reve- 
nue bonds for construction of 
an addition to the courthouse 
at Clayton or for erection of a 
new courts building was tenta- 
tively approved by the House. 

The measure, introduced by 
Representative Patrick J. Hickey 
(Dem.), St. Ann, at the request 
of the county administration, 
was advanced by voice vote 
without opposition. 

It would require that all in- 
come from. the building would 
be pledged to service the bonds 
and maintain the property, and 
the amount of rents, fees and 
charges would have to be suf- 
ficient to meet bond retirement 
and interest. 

House members also tentative- 
ly approved, after extended de- 
bate, a bill which would estab- 
lish maximum working hours 
for members of municipal fire 
departments in cities having a 
population of 10,000 persons or 
more. The bill also would apply 
to fire districts having such a 
population. 

Sponsored by Representative 
Paul Canaday (Dem.) of Spring- 
field, the measure would pro- 
vide a 63-hour work week for 
fire fighters in 1962 and a 56- 
hour work week in 1963. 

Five attempts to amend the 
bill were beaten down before 
House members advanced the 
bill by a vote of 87 to 31. One 
of the proposed amendments, 
submitted by Representative 
3en Misbauer (Dem.), St. Louis, 
would have excluded St. Louis 
from provisions of the measure. 

Among other bills advanced in 
the House yesterday were meas- 
ures which would: 

Authorize the civil defense or- 
ganization to operate in case of 
a natural disaster, as well as in 
the event of an enemy attack. 

Amend the Constitution to au- 
thorize levy of a tax of not more 
than 20 cents on each $100 as- 
sessed property valuation for 
support of the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service. 

Permit counties to levy such 
a tax, if approved by a majority 
of the voters at a special elec- 
tion. 

Permit a deduction of as much 
as $50 from the state income tax 
for contributions to a recognized 
political party.

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko’s opening address yes- 


terday in the Congo debate con- | 


tained little that was new, dip- 
Jomats thought, but it did con- 


tain the same kind of attacks | 


that were dramatized by Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev here last 
fall. It contained also an implied 
threat, diplomats believe. 


After speaking of aggression 
in The Congo—a charge loosely 


applied not only to the Belgians, | 


but to the NATO allies of the 
Belgians, thus by implication 
including the United States — 
Gromyko declared: 


“Who will dare to deny that 
any aggression that goes with 
impunity is potentially making | 
for (a hazardous situation)? The 
reason is, above all, that we 
all live now in a world filled | 
with nuclear and rocket weapons 
and the consequences of the 
policy of non-resistance to the 
aggressor in this kind of world 
are still more dangerous than 
on the eve of World War II.” | 


EVEN IN HIS RECENT letter | 
to Indian Prime Minister Nehru, | 
urging support for the Russian | 
move to oust Secretary General | 
Dag Hammarskjold, Khrushchev | 
found it necessary to mention | 
rockets. This Soviet style, dip- 
lomats were saying today, hardly 
conforms to the “‘courtesy and 
dignity of traditional diplomatic 
usage”’ referred to by Stevenson 
in his first press ‘conference 
after accepting the post as Chief 
United States delegate to the 
United Nations. 

Stevenson himself came close 
to answering Gromyko in kind 
yesterday, especially in his de- 
fense of Hammarskjold. Gromy- 
ko, among other things, repeat- | 
ed the statement that his gov- 
ernment ‘‘considers Hammar- 
skjold to be responsible for the | 
murder of Patrice Lumumba,” 
former prime minister of The 
Congo. 

Stevenson said Gromyko’s 
speech was “in the worst and 
most destructive traditions of the 
cold war,” 

“We deeply regret that this 
rostrum has become a platform 
for such wild and irresponsible 
and absurd attacks” as Gromy- 
ko’s attacks on Hammarskjold, 
Stevenson said. 

Perhaps more interesting than | 
the fact that the hoped-for mora- 
torium on propaganda and abuse 
in the U.N. is broken are the 
reasons for Gromyko’s decision 
to make his violent address, 
diplomats thought.

For Bicentenary Mayor 


Raymond R. Tucker’s record as Mayor of 
St. Louis is not perfect. No record is. Yet in 
two terms in City Hall he has made one of 
the best records since William Carr Lane 
first held the office. That may be why his 
opponents feel compelled to disparage the 
Mayor’s achievements. This is arguing that 
white is black, a rather desperate business. 

Actually, his second four years in office 
were, if anything, more fruitful than his first. 
Outstanding was the agreement for the re- 
moval of the riverfront railroad tracks which 
for years had blocked the National Expan- 
sion Memorial. This was followed by the pa- 
tience-straining but persistent campaign for 
the federal share of the funds necessary to 
complete the national park and its 60-story 
arch, already the trade-mark of the new St. 
Louis, by 1964. Repulse after repulse had to 
be endured, but with the help of the St. Louis 
congressional delegation, the Mayor won the 
fight. 

The green light for the riverfront park was 
the signal for the formulation of plans for 
the stadium, for the Mansion House apart- 
ments, the city’s new downtown plan and the 
other work now in hand for the transforma- 
tion of the city. Surely this was one of the 
great turning-points in the history of St. Louis. 

> 


In the area of rebuilding, the second Tucker 
administration brought a substantial number 
of new public housing units, including the 
first development for elderly tenants. The 
Plaza apartments and the adjacent park were 
completed. The Mill Creek clearance over- 
shadows all else. There the builders now are 
at work on the heels of the wreckers. 


During the last four years work was started 
on many of the projects provided for by the 
1955 bond issue. The City Administration 
also provided for more neighborhood reha- 
bilitations such as those completed in the 
Cherokee and Hyde Park districts. The Kosci- 
usko redevelopment on the South Side was 
started. Planning funds were obtained for 
the big Murphy and Tandy projects on the 
North Side. 


A construction boom for St. Louis was as- 
sured by adoption by the Aldermen of the 
new building code, solidly and persuasively 
backed by the Mayor. Provisions were made 
for two large off-street parking garages, one 
near the riverfront and the other adjacent to 
Kiel Auditorium. A good deal of city money 
went for the completion of the Mark Twain 
Expressway, and a $10,000,000 bond issue was 
adopted for more airport facilities. 

* « . 


In connection with the airport, Mayor Tuck- 
er has achieved the first real working agree- 
ment with St. Louis county, a break-through 
which may yet prove significant in connection 
with the greater problem of the balkanization 
of the metropolitan area. The Mayor acted 
as catalyst for the transit study which re- 
sulted in the Gilman report, and has proposed 
public ownership of transit as the first step 
in carrying it out. We think he was wrong 
in opposing a metropolitan district, but we 
give him credit for taking a more metropoli- 
tan view than most municipal officials. 


Frustrated by another rejection of a new 
city charter, perhaps the leading reform spon- 
sored by the Mayor, he nevertheless was able 
to streamline the city’s administrative ma- 
chinery by successfully proposing charter 
amendments. The ponderous old Department 
of Public Welfare has been divided into three 
more efficient and functional bodies. The 


recent lifting of the $10,000 ceiling on city 
salaries now makes possible the employment 
of competent personnel and a consequent im- 
provement of municipal services. A pension 
plan has been inaugurated for city employes 
to supplement better pay. 

Behind these reforms is another Tucker- 
sponsored charter amendment, adopted July 
14, 1959, by 90.4 per cent of the voters. This 
made the earnings tax permanent. As a re- 
sult the 1960 property tax rate for the munici- 
pal revenue fund was $1.36 per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation—13 cents less than the $1.49 
rate effective in 1953. Stabilization of the 
city’s income not only made possible long- 
range planning, but it also helped the munici- 
pality to a modest surplus at the end of the 
current fiscal year. 

. o * 


These are some of the highlights of St. 
Louis progress in the last four years. The es- 
tablishment of new parks, better street light- 
ing and much more is in the record. Yet.the 
campaign against the Mayor is largely one of 
carping. Ben Lindenbusch, his Republican 
opponent, asks St. Louisans to bewail an “un- 
happy city.” He complains that Mill Creek 
is hurtful. And many of his supporters com- 
plain about all redevelopment and the dislo- 
cations involved. 


Granted some dislocations and the time 
required to rebuild. Nevertheless, inconven- 
iences have been held to the necessary mini- 
mum. Those directly affected were helped to 
relocate. There was a sustained effort to ex- 
pedite financing and planning, often under 
federal or private rather than municipal con- 
trol. And was there any genuine alternative? 


Should Mayor Tucker have allowed St. 
Louis to degenerate into a dilapidated slum? 
Should he have sat on his hands while people 
and industries fled from blight, while public 
revenues and private opportunities declined? 
Actually, the Mayor has pushed the rehabili- 
tation of St. Louis on a scale and at a pace 
which are the envy of other cities. The tem- 
porary inconvenience—accompanied, inciden- 
tally, by millions of man hours of employ- 
ment—is a low price for a renewed city—bet- 
ter to work in and better to live in.

In the care of the city’s sick and aged 
Mayor Tucker has been forced to ‘“‘make haste 
slowly.” The bond issue provision for facilities 
for the chronically ill is contingent on an ex- 
pert appraisal. The Mayor promptly asked the 
American Public Health Association to make 
the study. It urged a more comprehensive 
program than the mere replacement of an old 
building. Several of the report’s recommen- 
dations have been implemented. Plans for 
new facilities were approved by the Alder- 
men this month. 


In all the aspects of the office, ordinary 
and extraordinary, Mayor Tucker’s record is 
one of positive accomplishment. Despite over- 
whelming election and re-election, he has 
not stooped to machine politics. And he has 
been the Mayor of the whole city, repeatedly 
calling for equal treatment for all citizens. 
His accomplishments have been recognized 
nationally. 

He knows better than most that much re- 
mains to be done in the community. His in- 
tegrity, his energy and his perseverance are 
assurances of his ability to accomplish a good 
part of this before the city celebrates its bi- 
centenary in 1964. 

On his record, Raymond R. Tucker should 
be the Bicentenary Mayor of St. Louis. 


Thirty-fourth in Line 

With a 24-4 Senate vote quickly following 
House approval, Missouri has ratified the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to allow per- 
manent residents of the District of Columbia 
to vote for President and Vice President. This 
is new evidence of Missouri’s interest in 
broadening the right to vote. Two years ago 
the state shortened residence requirements 
for newcomers to permit them to vote for the 
nation’s two highest officers. Now Missouri 
has become the thirty-fourth state to go to 
the aid of citizens of the nation’s capital. Only 
four more states are needed on the list. Who's 
next? 


The Tangled Congo 


The report of the United Nations Concilia- 
tion Commission on The Congo assuredly will 
not be acceptable to all parties, but few will 
dispute the conclusion that “it is no exaggera- 
tion to say the country is on the verge of ca- 
tastrophe.” That conclusion can only be 
reinforced by the renewed Soviet attack on Sec- 
retary General Hammarskjold and Soviet sup- 
pert of Antoine Gizenga, a Communist fol- 
lower of the murdered former Premier of 
The Congo, Patrice Lumumba. 


The attitude of Belgium was given as the 
“root cause” of the crisis in The Congo by 
representatives of the nine nations compris- 
ing the commission. But the group, which 
studied the situation for two and a half 
months, also criticized Congolese leaders for 
failing to put patriotism above personal rival- 
ry, and the U.N. for “indecision.”’ It called 
for a meeting of the Congolese parliament to 
vote formal approval of the Kasavubu-Ileo 
regime and to widen the government to in- 
clude Lumumba factions. 


This seems to be a reasonable program, but 
the prospects of effectuating it do not appear 
bright. As the commission noted, President 
Kasavubu was not co-6perative; Moise Tshom- 
be, the Katanga leader, would not hold offi- 
cial conversations with the commissioners; 
Albert Kalonji of Kasai refused to see the 
commission; Gizenga temporized. As the com- 
mission was concluding its inquiry Kasavubu, 
Tshombe, Kalonji and other leaders met at 
Tananarive and proposed a federation of Con- 
golese states, an action later denounced by 
the commission as no substitute for constitu- 
tional government. Russia also denounced 
the confederation. 

Complicating the situation is the fact that 
both the Western-backed President Kasavubu 
and the Soviet Foreign Minister, Andrei Gro- 
myko, have demanded that the U.N. troops 
get out of The Congo. Kasavubu and Gromy- 
ko spoke as several U.N. supply ships ap- 
proached the port of Matadi, from which U.N. 
troops were driven by the Congolese army 
two weeks ago. The army commander, Gen. 
Mobutu, warned the U.N, to keep out of Ma- 
tadi, or risk bloodshed. 

There was little to encourage optimism as 

the new round of debate on The Congo opened 


in the U.N. Gromyko was vituperative; Am- 
bassador Stevenson voiced the simple obser- 
vation that Sthe Soviet Union does not want 
the U.N. to succeed in The Congo.” If Mr. 
Stevenson is correct, and the evidence indi- 
cates that he is, responsible elements in the 
U.N. and in Africa have a Herculean task 
before them. 


No Tricks With the Budget 


President Kennedy will make a tactical mis- 
take if he presents a “balanced” budget on 
Friday and then sends to Congress next 
week a defense program that will unbalance 
it. This is reported to be his plan. We hope 
he thinks better of it. Such a two-stage oper- 
ation would not only smack of financial leger- 
demain but, worse yet from a political stand- 
point, it would not really fool anybody. Cer- 
tainly the Republicans would never let the 
country forget that the defense budget and 
the non-defense budget all come out of the 
same taxpayer pocket. 


The Eisenhower Administration did some 
experimenting along this line. For example, 
costs of the interstate highway program were 
segregated from the regular budget on the 
ground that it was going to be separately 
financed. We thought that was a mistake at 
the time, and said so. Mr. Kennedy has even 
less justification for separating defense ex- 
penditures, since they must be financed just 
like any other Government outlays. 


It is quite possible that essential defense 
expenditures may unbalance the 1961-62 budg- 
et. It is quite possible they ought to. But if 
this is the Kennedy Administration’s best 
judgment, let it say so frankly, and justify 
the conclusion with evidence.

Science Doesn’t Know Everything 
1955 Nobel Prize Physicist Says Informed Laymen Still Must Make Basic Social Judgments 


Dr. Polykarp Kusch, 
Columbia University, to 
the Pulitzer Prize Jurors 


The crucial issues of this age are 
not, I think, strongly related to the 
discovery of new scientific knowledge 
and the elaboration of new techniques; 
rather they relate nrost importantly 
to having man become attuned to a 
world that is heavily conditioned by 
science and technology. 

This has not always been true. Some 
centuries ago, the beginning of the 
end of superstition was marked by 
the birth of the knowledge of science. 
Specific knowledge 
was needed to 
show that the uni- 
verse does behave 
in an orderly and 
possibly even a 
predictable way. 

At a later time 
the creation of a 
powerful technology was needed to re- 
lieve man of the backbreaking, the 
deadening and often the frustrating 
toil that was required to produce the 
minimal food and clothing necessary 
for life. It was the power of an ex- 
panding and effective technology that 
allowed the mass of men for the first 
time to live lives of dignity and of 
meaning. 

I do not think that any really im- 
portant need of contemporary man 
fails to be met through a lack of either 
scientific knowledge or technological 
skill. I do believe, however, that 
man’s problems arise, at least in part, 
from a lack of understanding of both 
science and technology. 


I think that science is frequently 
badly presented to the public. The 
public is bombarded by news of ever- 
new triumphs of science and fails to 
understand that even science has its 
limitations. Science cannot do a very 
large number of things and to assume 
that science may find a technical so- 
lution to all problems is the road to 
disaster. For example, not all the 
power of science can in the long run 
feed an ever-expanding population and 
the assumption that it will do so is 
dangerous. 

Science, in itself, is not the source 
of the ethical standards, the moral 
insight, the wisdom that is needed to 
make value-judgments; though it is an

important ingredient in the making of 
value-judgments. Social, political and 
military decisions are made on 
grounds other than those in which 
science is authoritative. 

As an example, the question of the 
testing of atomic weapons obviously 
poses grave scientific and technical 
questions; still, the ultimate decision 
must be made on other grounds—the 
judgment must be made of the relative 
value of the human lives that will al- 
most certainly be destroyed or dis- 
torted through the effects of fallout 
and of the security that we may, or 
may not achieve by a national policy 
that requires the testing of bombs. 

An appalling number of citizens be- 
lieve that it is up to the scientist to 
make the judgment, as though he had 
an especially valid set of values. This 
leads to an abdication of the right 
and the responsibility of every man to 
participate in forming the fabric of 
his society. 

I am quite certain that the mass of 
men believe that the better world of 
tomorrow will come through science. 
I think that the belief ought to be pub- 
licly combated, Science can indeed 
produce some of the knowledge and a 
great many artifacts that will lead to 
the better life. It has, for example, 
produced the technically magnificent 
feat of television. I think you would 
all agree that the technical excellence 
of television does not guarantee that 
it will enrich life to say nothing of 
demeaning it.

the nucleus and an effective nuclear 
technology based on this knowledge. 
This alone does not guarantee that the 
lot of man will be improved by this 
knowledge and power; indeed, it is not 
evident at this point that the knowl- 
edge will not destroy men. I think 
that the point that science alone will 
not create the good life should be 
endlessly explored by the press. 

The truly remarkable triumphs of 
science should be presented temperate- 
ly. Not every clever new device is a 
historic breakthrough. No new result 
of science is achieved independently 
of the tradition and the prior knowl 
edge of science. Perhaps the greatest 
statement of science is that the uni- 
verse behaves in an orderly and eves 
a predictable way. Isolated facts are 
almost meaningless in the sense in 
which they do not display the essen- 
tial encompassing character of science. 

Both science and technology should 
be explored in the context of history 
and of the society within which it 
flourishes. I have urged on all audi- 
ences to whom I have talked the need 
on the part of all men who exercise 
leadership in our society to under- 
stand the nature, purpose, methods 
and limitations of science. I do not 
think that the press is exempt from 
this need; on the contrary, it may well 
be more important to the press than 
to any other group. 

A perceptive presentation by the 
press of the interdependence of sci- 
ence and society, the cultivation of 
the awareness that nothing that sci- 
ence does fails to interact with society 
and of the awareness that there is 
nothing that happens in our society 
that does not have roots in science— 
these are things that the press must 
work at if it is to aid in the resolution 
of a crucial issue of the age, the at- 
i of man to a science-conditioned 
world,

PEACE CORPS 


ROLE FOR UNION 


MEMBERS DUE. 


By THOMAS W. OTTENAD

WASHINGTON, March 22—The 
Peace Corps, in a quick move to 
allay fears expressed by some 
labor leaders, is developing a 
plan to recruit blue collar work- 
ers from the ranks of organized 
labor in addition to college stu- 
dents. 


Preliminary proposals envision 
the use of skilled and semi-skilled | 
craftsmen for overseas projects 
that are beyond the abilities of 
manually untrained college stu- 
dents and in the Corps’s pro-| 
posed training program. 

The initial proposals were 
worked, out in several meetings 
held recently by officials of the 
Corps and top-ranking represent- 
atives of the AFL-CIO. At the 
largest of these gatherings a few 
days ago, leaders of the Corps | 
became concerned about the at- | 
titude of some union officers. | 

Not ‘Class Corps.’ | 

R. Sargent Shriver, who was | 
confirmed today by the Senate 
as director of the Peace Corps, | 
has envisioned participation by | 
labor groups from the beginning. | 
In his initial report to President 
Kennedy on the feasibility of a | 
peace corps, Shriver recom- | 
mended that “volunteers from | 
trade unions of United States 
businesses’’ be included. This 
fact, however, was not well pub- 
licized. 

Some of the labor leaders said 
they had the impression there 
was no place for union members 
in the program, under which 
young Americans are to be sent 
abroad to provide skill and man- 
power for economic and social 
development projects in back- 
ward nations. They added that 
the undertaking appeared to be 
an elite ‘‘class corps’’ designed 
only for college students. 

Corps officials were quick to 
dispel this notion. They said em- 
phatically that they hope union 
members will join the Corps. 
Any impression that the program 
was limited to those with college 
training, they explained, was due 
either to faulty information or to 
the Corps’s newness and its con- 
sequent lack of detailed plans. 

To remedy the situation, ar- 
rangements were made at the 
meeting for. closer liaison be- 
tween the Peace Corps and or- 
ganized labor. Representatives 
from both groups are to meet 
regularly. 

(United Press International re- | 
ported today that Dr. Nicholas 


Hobbs, a psychologist, had been | e 
named to supervise the selection, © 


of volunteer workers for the 
Peace Corps. 

Hobbs has been serving as 
chairman of the division of hu- 
man development and guidance 
at the George Peabody College 
for Teachers in Nashville, Tenn. 
Hobbs holds degrees from the 
Citadel and Ohio State Univer- 
sity. During the war, he super- 
vised the selection of Air Force 
cadets). 

As information develops con- 
cerning the Corps and plans for 
labor’s part in it, it will be chan- 
neled to union leaders for dis- 
semination among their mem- 
bers. For their part, labor of- 
ficials told the Post-Dispatch, 
preliminary procedures for re- 
cruiting union members for serv- 
ice in the Corps are being con- 
sidered. A representative of or- 
ganized labor is expected to be | 
added to the staff of the Peace 
Corps organization soon. 

Enthusiasm Reported. 

Officials of the AFL-CIO with 
whom the Post-Dispatch talked | 
said there is great interest in, 
and enthusiasm for, the Peace 
Corps among labor represent- 
atives. One qualified source said 
that George Meany, president of 
the AFL-CIO, is ‘sympathetic 
and interested and wants to see 
what labor can do to help the | 
program.”’

CITES RISE IN FARM 
USE OF CHEMICALS 


About 50 per cent of the in- 
creased production of food in the 
last 15 to 20 years can be traced 
to the advanced used of chemi- 
cals, Fred V. Heinkel, president 
of the Missouri Farmers Associ- 
ation, said here last night. 

“America’s food is the safest, 
most sanitary and nutritious in 
me world,” he added. “Contrary 
to what some would have us 
think, this high quality is not 
endangered by chemicals, but is 
actually due in part to their 
use.” 

Heinkel spoke at a dinner 
meeting in the offices of Mon- 
santo Chemical Co. on Lindbergh 
boulevard, Creve Coeur. The 
meeting was in conjunction with 
the national convention of the 
American Chemical Society. The 
convention, with more than 5000 
chemists in attendance, will con- 
tinue through March 30 at Kiel 
Auditorium and various St. Louis 
hotels. 

Heinkel said that chemicals 
are as important to the farmer 
as lumber is to the carpenter or 
bricks to the mason. The trend 
in agriculture, he declared, is for 
less field work and more chemi- 
cals. 

‘We hear a lot of talk about 
whether America or Russia is 
ahead in missiles,” he said. 
*‘However, there no question 
about which one excels in agri- 
cultural production. It is Ameri- 
ca by great odds. Russia admits 
it.

viet Union, 22,500,000 Americans 
who now work in industry would 
have to produce food, fiber and 
forest products.” 

Compared with 1940, Heinkel 
said, corn yields are up 82 per 
cent: wheat 78 per cent, cotton 
66 per cent and potatoes 125 per 
cent. Each cow is giving 37 per 
cent more milk and each hen is 
laying 70 per cent more eggs, he 
reported. 

In the last 10 years, Heinkel 
observed, farm marketings have 
increased more than 25 per cent 
while farm income has de- 
creased. Despite the fact that 
farmers have produced more and 
received less, the price of food 
to consumers has risen steadily 
he added. 

Heinkel said the cause of the 
increase is higher transportation, 
processing and distribution costs. 
For example, he explained, in 
1958 these. costs were 10 billion 
dollars greater than in 1952.

Business Slump Helps Speed 
Trend to Railroad Mergers 


NEW YORK, March 22 
The merger trend in railroading 


shows signs of picking up speed. | and airplane took firm hold— 


‘and later interstate pipelines— 


The business slump has im- 
parted new momentum, spilling 
red ink over books of many lines 
—particularly those in the east. 

The Erie-Lackawanna Railroad 
Co., result of a merger last Sep- 
tember, has pointed up the 
quickening tempo by pleading 
recently to be taken into a new 
and larger merger plan.

“The Consul’ Shows 


Pay TV Potential 


NEW YORK, March 22. 
I SAT DOWN THE OTHER DAY to an afternoon of pay 
* television under circumstances that approximated those that 
* q@ill obtain if the thing ever arrives. The show was ‘The 
« Consul,” Gian-Carlo Menotti’s opera—or musical drama, as 
, he calls it—which I con- 
sider one of the dramatic 
masterpieces of our time. 

The first requirement, 
it would seem to me, of 
any pay-TV attraction 
that can successfully com- 
pete with free television is 
that it be something im- 
portant rather than trivial 
because the trivial is 
readily available for 
nothing. The size of the 
audience is not so im- 
portant as fits depth of 
feeling for the work in 
question. This test ‘The 
Consul” passes with full 
marks. Those of us who 
love “The Consul” will 
gladly pay $1.50 to see it 
in its entirety, not once 
but many times. 

There was a _ small 
audience of seven or eight people. Again, this is the sort 
of condition that will obtain in your home. ‘‘The Consul’’ is 
a surpassingly emotional drama but you will not get that 
tremendous sense of audience involvement that happens in a 
theater. You're not in a theater; you’re home with a couple 
of your loved ones in a well-lighted living room and I don’t 
think you can quite lose your self-consciousness and give 
yourself altogether to the drama as you can in a theater. 


It’s a small matter. Louis Novins, president of 
Telemeter which produced “The Consul,” explained 
the pay features. On top of the set is a box which 
contains a couple of windows like a cash register. 
One says price, in this case $1.50 (which is what they 
charged for “The Consul” on pay TV in Toronto). 
The other says credit. A coin slot will take any coin 
up to 50 cents. If you overpay, you get credit which 
you can use on the next attraction. A remarkably 
compact little tape machine inside the gadget records 
just which attraction you paid money for so that 
royalties can be computed. 


Novins dropped $1.50 worth of coins in the slot and we 
were off. The production sticks faithfully to its stage orig- 
inal. During the musical preludes, there were some shots 
of the outside of houses or shots of corridors. Otherwise, 
the cameras photographed a stage production. 

In the scenes of two or even three characters, this was 
tremendously effective. “The Consul” starts like a house 
afire and it never lets up. A man must flee the country 
_gomewhere in Europe because the police are after him. 

(An Iron Curtain country? Probably.) He tells his wife 
(Patricia Neway) to follow him with the baby and with his 
mother. Then he’s gone. 

The real story begins. Miss Neway visits the consul’s 
office to inquire about a visa and so begins the slow suffo- 
‘ cation in red tape which eventually kills her baby, her 
mother-in-law, her husband, and herself. Here Menotti has 
put his finger on one of the great dry rots of modern times

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The opera runs its full length—two hours and 13 
minutes which includes two five-minute intermissions. 
There are no commercials. The absence of com- 
mercials, the fact that you paid money, the full length 
of the opera—makes the whole evening an event of 
some in your life. This I think is what 
pay TV will have to do—to restore a sense of im- 
portance and special quality to television. 


“The Consul” fulfills all those requirements. I’m not 
sure how many other things do. “An Evening With Bob 
Newhart” has already been a big hit in Toronto on pay TV. 
Telemeter has also taped the widely acclaimed production 
of “Hedda Gabler.”” Some of the other attractions seem a 
little thin. One of the things pay TV is always going to have 
to compete against is simply the desire to get out of the 
house. An event like ‘‘The Consul” would be an even bigger 
event if you went to the theater and saw all the people. 
Staying home is not always the secret desire of the home- 
owner. In the case of “The Consul” you are left with a 
feeling of emotional enrichment that makes the whole thing 
worthwhile.

Here is a hand played by Sam 
Stayman, New York expert, in 
which—on one trick—he brought 
about an elimination, loser-on- 
loser and ruff-discard situation. 

After opening the bidding with 
four hearts, Stayman became de- 
clarer at five hearts. West, faced 
with a difficult opening lead, 
chose to attack with the king of 
diamonds. 

Stayman won with the ace, 
cashed two high hearts, and led 
his singleton spade. West went 
up with the ace and exited with 
a spade. Stayman discarded a 
diamond on the king and con- 
tinued with the ten of spades. 

But instead of ruffing the 
spade, he discarded the ten of 
diamonds, allowing West to win 
the trick with the queen. What 
he did, in effect, was discard a 
loser on a loser. This could cost 
him nothing, since the ten of dia- 
monds had to be lost in any case. 

Of course, when Stayman made 
the play, he was well aware that 
West had no more diamonds to 
lead. It would not have made 
much sense for West to return a 
spade after winning the ace if he 
had another diamond to play. 

At the same time, Stayman 
knew that the effect of this play 
would be that West would be 
forced to return a spade or a 
club. 

Against a spade return, the con- 
tract would have been made auto- 
matically, because a club could 
be discarded from dummy as de- 
clarer ruffed the spade in his 
hand. 

And against the low club re 
turn, which was the play West 
actually chose, Stayman played 
low from dummy and in this way 
scored the rest of the tricks to 
make the contract.

Slim Arms for Summer 


FASHIONS OF THE PAST SEASON have been kind to 
women in many ways. For instance there have been some 
lovely, long-sleeved evening gowns. However, spring styles 
are shot through with dresses which have no sleeves at all, 
with or without a matching jacket. Then comes summer! I 
am sure you can guess what I am thinking about. Upper 
arms! 

The upper arm and the inner thighline are the two spots 
which seem to lose their firmness first. Unless a woman ex- 
ercises to prevent this flabbiness or to decrease it she will 
look older than she should. Today I will give you a couple 
of exercises for the upper arms. 


1. Stand tall. Raise your arms sideward, shoulder 
height, with your palms facing forward. Slowly and 
tensely (as though moving the arms against resist- 
ance) lower the arms. As you do so, turn the palms 
upward slightly. This is done very slowly. Relax. 
Raise the arms to starting position and continue. 

2. Stand tall, arms at sides. Bend the elbows 
and as you do so clench the fists hard and place the 
fists on top of the shoulders. Keeping the fist on the 
shoulders, raise the elbows up as far as possible. 
Lower elbows, unclench fists and return arms to start- 
ing position. Continue. 


Many sports are beautifying to the upper arms, among 
them golf and tennis and swimming. These also are health- 
ful exercises. Swimming especially is a magic normalizer 
of the figure. 


‘Big Man on the Campus’ Despite Blindness 
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DUNCAN EDWARDS has won the Interstate Intercollegi- 
ate Athletic Conference 130-pound wrestling championship 
for three years in a row.

CARBONDALE, Ill., March 22. 

DUNCAN (DEKE) EDWARDS 
hasn’t even finished his senior 
year at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity, but he has already be- 
come something of a legend on 
the Carbondale campus. 

Edwards has all the qualities 
it takes to be a much-discussed 
“big man on the campus.”’ He's 
a star athlete in wrestling, an 
honor student, he has good looks, 
personality, charm and a fine 
sense of humor. 

The talk about him is never 
tinged with sympathy over the 
fact that Deke is totally blind. 
He doesn’t need sympathy. 

“‘He finds his way around as 
well as most sighted persons,” 
says his wrestling coach, Jim 
Wilkinson, who was responsible 
for Edwards’ selecting SIU for 
his college studies after gradu- 
ating from the Missouri School 
for the Blind in St. Louis. 


Deke shuns the use of a dog 
or cane, firmly but graciously 
resists the helping hands of those 
who want to steer his course for 
him. Instead, he walks alone at 
a brisk clip, sure-footed, deter- 
mined. 

“It’s as though he had a kind 
of built-in radar system,”’ Wilkin- 
son explained. A roommate 
added, “I’ve seen him helping 
other blind students across a 
street.’”’ 

Edwards, who lost his sight 11 
years ago when he was a sixth 
grader, has developed his re- 
maining senses and his reflexes to 
an extraordinary extent. He has 
just won his third ‘straight 130- 
pound wrestling title in the tough 
Interstate Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference, which includes four 
Illinois universities and two in 
Michigan. Before coming to SIU, 
he had twice won the Missouri 
state high school wrestling cham- 
pionship, losing only three of 78 
matches. 


Furthermore, Deke is on the 
dean’s list for academic 
achievement — not for major- 
ing in wrestling or physical 
education, but for mathe- 
matics. He’s an eager fan of 
television and movies, he 
bowls, swims—even pitches a 
fast ball at fraternity baseball 
games — and he cuts a gay 
swath at college dances. 


To those who don’t know him 


~—and I was one of those until 
recently—the stories about Deke 
Edwards are sometimes hard to 
believe. There’s bound to be 
some exaggeration, you figure, 
in all that talk about his adroit- 
ness in heavy traffic. Maybe his 
professors, and his wrestling op- 
ponents, go easy on him because 
of his blindness. Or perhaps he 
has some slight degree of vision 
which makes it possible to ma- 
neuver a date safely around a 
crowded dance floor. 


But you don’t have to be with 
him very long to learn why all 
these stories are credible, why 
he doesn’t need eyesight to com- 
pete successfully against other 
athletes, scholars and socially 
adjusted collegians. 

You set out to meet him in a 
rear booth at the cafeteria 
across from his living quarters. 
You’re looking for a blind man, 
but Deke is wide-eyed and alert 
looking. You finally pick him out 
because he’s the only one in the 
crowd wearing a jacket with a 
big “‘S”’ varsity letter. 

He shows you where to find 
the trays, napkins and silver- 
ware, then leads you through the 
cafeteria line like a tourist guide 
steering a course through the 
sidewalk booths of Chinatown. 
He selects a table, drops into a 
seat—and you wonder for a 
week how he knew he wasn’t 
going to sit down in somebody's 
lap. 

Speaking softly but looking di- 
rectly at you, Deke tells about 
the accident that cost him his 
sight. When he was 11 years old, 
living on his parents’ farm near 
New Hartford, Mo., he and his 
young brother went hunting with 
a .22-caliber rifle, which dis- 
charged accidentally. The bullet 
went through Deke’s right eye, 
passed beneath the other eye 
and came out on the left side of 
his head. 

“T was blind, and that was 
that,’’ Deke says without a trace 
of bitterness. ‘‘I went on playing 
baseball and other sports, but I 
wanted to do something in which 
I could compete under the exist- 
ing rules, without any special 
privileges. I didn’t want to be 
led around by the hand.” 

He found his goal in wrestling 
when he finished the eighth grade 
and entered the school for the 
blind in St. Louis. SIU Coach 

Wilkinson was refereeing a match 
there one day when Deke was 
wrestling. 

“When the time came for me

to choose a college, other 
coaches seemed to shrug me off 
with the idea, ‘Well, he’s blind,’ 
but Coach Wilkinson really want- 
ed me,’ Deke reports. He fin- 
ished four years of intercollegiate 
competition this month with a 
29 won and six lost record. 


You never saw a more enthu- 
siastic bunch of sport fans than 
the kids from the Missouri 
School for the Blind who often 
came by the busload to SIU, 
a 200-mile round trip from St. 
Louis, to watch alumnus Deke 
Edwards in action. It was a 
great challenge for them when 
Deke proved that they, too, 
can compete in a sighted world 
— if they work twice as hard as 
people who can see. 


Deke’s most faithful fan, how- 
ever, is his father, D. E. Ed- 
wards, who seldom missed a 
match, once traveled 1000 miles 
through a snowstorm to watch 
him compete in Michigan. 

Speed and cunning are Deke’s 
big assets as a wrestler. When 
an opponent eludes him, he has 
to rely on his coaches to shout 
directions by the clock system— 
and that’s not much help to a 
blind person when his quarry 
won't stand still. 

“Three o'clock,” 
shout. Deke whirls 
“Twelve o'clock.” 
head down, poised. Suddenly, as 
if anticipating his rival’s next 
move, he lashes out with a preci- 
sion stroke, spears a wrist, and 
flips his man to the mat with an 
arm drag. Occasionally, a ref- 
eree who stepped in to separate 
the wrestlers has found. himself 
in similar jeopardy. 

Deke has remarkable equilibri- 
um—which is upset only by a 
head cold—and he can generally 
maintain his footing against his 
opponents. If, by some fluke, he 
should find himself on the bot- 
tom, he doesn’t stay there long. 

“‘He has such limber arms and 
legs, he can twist himself into 
a pretzel and squirm free,”’ says 
Coach Wilkinson. The coach, 
a 180-pound former Big Ten 
champ from Indiana University, 
long ago gave up trying to pin 
him. 

The same spirit of competition, 
and outstanding mental agility, 
have enabled Edwards to

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lectures, from tape recordings 
and from textbooks read to 
him by other students. Coach 
Wilkinson marvels at how Ed- 
wards can be told the complete 
summaries of wrestling statis- 
tics in a meet and repeat them 
without a flaw. 


Says Dean Davis: “He is the 
type of young man a university 
can be extremely proud of—for 
total ability to adjust to a sight- 
ed world.” 

Deke also can type 60 words 
a minute, write in Braille at 80 
words a minute, plays a fair 
trumpet, and—if these talents 
don't get him a job—he's quali- 
fied as an expert piano tuner. 

But he already has an inside 
track on a post in a school for 
the blind which needs a man 
with his combination of talents 
for coaching wrestling and teach- 
ing mathematics. 

If that one doesn’t pan out, 
he'll seek a similar situation 
elsewhere. You'd almost have 
to take away a couple of arms 
and legs from Deke Edwards, 
then rule mathematics out of 
the high school curriculum, be- 
fore he'd give up on something 
he set out to do.

Heart Disease Symptom? 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Is a cough a symptom of heart 
disease? My brother died suddenly apparently from a heart 
aitack. He never complained of being ill, but he had what 
he termed a cigarette cough. Would lying in front of a fan 

cause a heart attack? 
Please explain. AS, 


A cough can be, in 
some cases, a symp- 
tom of heart disease— 
but I think it’s safe to 
say that in any such 
case, there will al- 
ways be some other 
symptom, too. It may 
be shortness of breath, 
sometimes heart pain 
(but far from always), 
edema (that is, ac- 
DR. MOLNER cumulation of fluids, 

and hence puffy swell- 
ing of feet, legs or other parts of the body), perhaps 
blueness or faulty color in the skin. 

Still other symptoms, which the patient can’t see 
but the doctor with instruments can detect, will be 
present in chronic heart trouble. The cardiogram, the 
stethoscope, and sometimes other devices will show these. 


In some heart cases, “cardiac asthma occurs.” This can 
bring a cough. In other heart cases, this does not occur. 


A cough can be the result of cigarette irritation, throat 


irritation, lung trouble, nervousness, allergy, common cold, 
flu, bad tonsils, and a lot of less familiar causes. 


As to “lying in front of a fan,” this wouldn’t cause a 


heart attack.

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A heart attack may strike without any warning even — 
though it rarely does. Most of the time, however, the 
various kinds of heart trouble give warning in advance. 420) 

If people will, at reasonable intervals, go to their 
doctors and tell them about any and all symptoms that 
have become genuinely noticeable since the last visit, 
they’ll have at least a fair warning of what to look out 
for, what troubles to guard against. 


The human body is a lot more complicated than any 
machine. Health isn’t something that stops all of a sudden, 
as a rule. Usually there’s advance warning, and we should 
heed it. 

A cough isn’t ‘‘a sign of.heart disease.” But a cough, 
like a squeak in a car, is a sign of something. So observe, 
and take care of, the small squeaks as they appear, and 
you'll be doing a fair and sensible job of protecting your 
health.
